PARIS, Jan. 2 (AP).—Adm. Sir 
Bertram Ramsay, Allied naval 
commander in chief on -Gen. 
Dwight D, Eisenhower’s staff, was 
killed today “in an accident” while 
flying to a conference in Belgium, 
Supreme Headquarters announced. 
He was 61 years old, 


Adm. Ramsay, who planned the 
naval phases of the landings in 
Western France as well as of the 
North African and Mediterranean 
operations, was the second Allied 
commander lost in an air crash in 
two months. Air Chief Marshal 
Trafford L. Leigh-Mallory, head 
of the Allied aerial forces, was 
previously reported missing en 
route to a new station 
Southeast Asia command. 


Adm. Ramsay was perhaps the 
world’s faremost expert on plan- 
ning and organizing vast sea expe- 
ditions, He engineered the Dun- 
kerque rescue of ‘385,000 British 
and French soldiers in 1940, for 
which he was later knighted, 

‘He was known as “the Dynamo” 
in the Royal Navy, which he en- 
tered in 1898. Retired in 1938, he 
was recalled to duty on the out- 
break of the war

He said the 101st hollered only 
once, and that was for medical 
supplies and surgical teams to 
treat its badly wounded after the 
Germans overran its main medical 
base east of the town the night of 
Dec. 19-20 in the first phase of the 
fight. Those supplies and doctors 
to perform the more serious oper- 
ations were flown in. 

When the Fourth Armored Di- 
vision broke through from the 
south after a week in which the 
101st and its sidekick combat force 
of the Tenth Armored Division 
had held without giving ground, 
McAuliffe made this report on the 
condition of his force: 

“We're fine. We're ready for the 
offensive and the pursuit.” 

“We resent any implication that 


we were rescued or needed res- 


cue,” McAuliffe said. 

The Eagle Division was in a 
rest and buildup camp when Field 
Marshal Karl Rudolf Gerd von 
Rundstedt launched his offensive. 
McAuliffe himself said he had fig- 
ured it would not be in shape for 
action for weeks. 

It was given 24 hours to go into 
action—-and it went, on trucks for 
the first time, ? 

It fought on ammunition 
dropped from the sky; it doctored 
its wounded for the first half of 
the week on cognac and courage; 
and when an outside communica- 
tions officer pressed by radio for 
a detailed report of its position, 
the division’s radio operator just 
laughed an. said: 

“Just visualize the hole in a 
doughnut, that’s us.” 

“We were giving the Germans 
the licking of their lives, and they 
had the effrontery to send us a 
note asking us to surrender,” Mc-

63 Belgian Civilians Slaughtered 
Wantonly by Nazis at Stavelot 


|Men, Women and Children Clubbed, Shot 
and Burned by Hitler’s Elite Troops on 
Orders of Their Officers.

STAVELOT, Belgium, Jan. 1 
(Delayed) (AP).— Army officers 
estimate that fanatical Nazi SS 
(Elite Guard) troops slaughtered 
without provocation at least 100 
Belgian civilians during the first 
few days of the recent German 
breakthrough. 

Acting mostly under direct or- 
ders from German officers to kill 
all civilians encountered, Hitler’s 
pampered troops clubbed, shot and 
burned to death men, women and 
children without cause. 

As the American Army began to 
contain the offensive, however, 


tested Harlange, six miles south- 
east of Bastogne. The ninth was 
Echternach, in Luxembourg at the 
German frontier. 

Patton’s longest reported gain of 
two miles overran Moircy, which 
has changed hands several times, 
and drove on into Bornerie, 11 
miles west of Bastogne. His di- 
visions beat forward and closed in 
on the defenses guarding Vesque- 
ville, 2% miles southeast of St. 
Hubert. All these gains occurred 
up to Monday morning. 

The time lag on news hid fur- 
ther word of the American attack 
north from Bastogne against the 
waist of the German bulge. It 
was possible that the main force 
of this attack had b thrown to 
the east, for there th rmericans 
made considerable progress in bat- 
tering Nazi counterattacks to a 
standstill and broadening the Bas- 
togne salient. 

On the northwest side of the 
bulge, Amercian patrols moved 
forward 3000 yards in the Hotton- 
Marche sector without establish- 
ing contact with the Germans. 
One battle dispatch said the Ger- 
mans “obviously were regrouping 
for their next move” in that area. 

Nazi Attack on Saar Front. 

The Germans, who were dis- 
closed yesterday to have begun at- 
tacks in considerable force on the 
American Seventh Army front in 
the area of Bitche in Northern AIl- 
gace, continued to lash out in 
widely scattered sectors of the 
western front, apparently seeking 
weak points which might have re- 
» sulted from the shift of Allied 
forces. 

The latest German thrust dis- 
closed was a tank and infantry as- 
sault near the Saarland steel town 
of Volkingen against American 
positions on the west bank of the 
Saar River between Saarbrucken 
and Sarreguemines. Some Amer- 
ican defense outposts were pushed 
back. 

An attack was made on German 
tank and troops concentrations 
and transport targets, in the Saar 
area by 1000 American heavy 
bombers, an indication that con- 
siderable German forces were 
grouped on the Saar front. 

(The German high command 
gaid Nazi troops had begun at- 
tacks New Year's night in the 
Saar area and had continued them 
through yesterday, establishing 
bridgeheads across the Blies River 
northwest of Robrbach and north- 
east of Sarreguemines.) 

Seventh Army Front. 

Von Rundstedt’s attacks against 
the United States Seventh Army 
around :Bitche in Alsace and east- 
ward to and along the Rhine ap- 
peared in preliminary appraisal to 
have nettea little gain. These 
probably were the first of several 
atrong diversionary efforts. 

In Western olland the Ger- 
mans ferried self-propelled guns 
across the Maas (Meuse) River 


under cover’of darkness and sent | 


ever two patrols. The thrusts on 
this long-dormant Canadian-held 
front were repulsed by artillery. 

Elsewhere the British and Cana- 
dian fronts were quiet, though on 
BSchouwen Island, off the Holland 
coast, German tanks were spotted 
and fired on by Allied artillery. 

There was little activity any- 
where on the fronts of the Amer- 
ican Ninth and First Armies from 
Linnich on the Roer River in Ger- 
many to the Stavelot area in Bel- 
gium, at the north-central part 
of the German bulge. 

Main Fightin Belgium. 

The Germans still were employ- 
ing most of their strength in the 
Belgian bulge. They were bracing 
the hard defensive line from St. 
Hubert to Wiltz and persisting in 
counterattacks around Bastogne. 

The next moves in the gigantic 
test of men, strategy and machines 
were not yet apparent. It was 
plain, however, that Von Rund- 
stedt has been hurt badly by sus- 
tained and heavy Allied air at- 


tacks which today went into their |

nition for murdering civilians, 

“But we know positively of 63 
Belgian civilians they killed in the 
Stavelot area,” said Capt. Melvin 
H. Handville of Syracuse, N. Y., 
who investigated German atroci- 
ties in this area. 

“We have confirmed reports of 
similar killings in other sectors,” 
he added, 

“Their SS troops have +theen 
more crue] here than anywhere 
else. We heard of many instances 
in other places where. they shot 
down unarmed Belgian men for no 
reason, but this is the first place I 
have known them to kill women 
and children.” 


Cases Documented. 

Atrocities against civilians 
around Stavelot have been thor- 
oughly documented by Army offi- 
cers through questioning of survi- 
vorgs and by statements of cap- 
tured Germans. 

Most revolting was the massacre 
of 20 to 25 Belgian men, women 
and children who were herded into 
a barn and shot by engineers from 
the First Hitler Panser Division. 
The Germans then set fire to the 
barn to destroy the evidence. The 
bodies were so badly. burned that 
only 10 or 12 were identifiable. 

In the next house a middle-aged 
woman was stabbed and shot. Two 
boys between 6 and 10 years old 
were found with bullet holes in 
their heads. Scattered about were 
the bodies of several other civil- 
ians. One woman was killed by a 
rifle butt and a young man was 
shot through the head by troops 
who then stole his boots, 

Another young man was shot 
through the wrists and head. A 
married couple was shot to death 
in their home. Near a foxhole were 
found the bodies of a 13-year-old 
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boy and a 15-year-old girl] who ap- 
parently were shot as they tried to 
run away. 

Two-Year-Old Girl Killed. 

“In one house I saw the body 
of a woman lying on a bed where 
she had been shot and in the 
kitchen we found her 2-year-old 
daughter—also shot—lying on the 
floor,” said Capt. Handville. “One 
man ran into the house and hid 
in the attic. He heard firing in 
the house, looked out the attic 
window and saw two S. S. soldiers 
leaving. He went down and found 
his wife and two children dead. 
The soldiers had shot them.” 

Captured S. SS. troopers said 
they had been instructed by at 
least two German officers before 
the start of the breakthrough to 
kill on sight all Belgian civillans 
they met. Prisoners taken from 
an engineering platoon which 
participated in the slaughter of 
the group in the barn said they 
were acting under orders of their 
platoon leader. 

This officer was badly wounded 
and was captured but died in an 
American hospital before he 
could be questioned. But men un- 
der him admitted that Belgian 
civilians who were killed indis- 
criminately had been guilty of no 
attempt to interfere with German 
military operations. 


Prisoner Describes Killings. 

“We had a mission to take 
Stavelot. Shortly before Stavelot 
men and women were shot by the 
S. S. without any reason. They 
all were driven into a barn. I was 
standing on a road and some other 
SS. men drove about 20 Belgian 
civilians into the barn, whereupon 
two SS. soldiers shot into it with 
machine guns. I also saw two 
Belgians were shot. They were 
coming down a road and failed to 
halt. They tried to escape, where- 
upon a lieutenant and other SS. 
ment shot them. Not one of the 
civilians had any weapons. 

“The barn and another house 
were burned down. I don’t know 
why the civilians were shot. Civ- 
ilians also were shot in Stavelot. 
IT saw bodies there. I believe 
these civilians were shot by an 
engineering platoon of the First 
SS. Adolf Hitler Panzer Division.” 

Of the other seven prisoners 
who volunteered information on 
atrocities, three admitted they had 
killed civilians under orders from 
officiers and one said he had 
burned down a barr at Parfon- 
druy with the help of a paratroop- 
er.

“It’s as mysterious as kitchen 
hash to me,” Remphry said. “We 
had just driven back to Cronin’s 
house from a bar. Our windows 
were fogged up as these men 
drove up, opened fire on us and 
sped away. We didn't fire back— 
we had no guns—and I drove to 
the hospital.” 


Police examination of the Cronin 
car indicated that all the shots 
were fired from outside, The bul- 
let-holes were of .45 caliber, and 
were not believed to be from a 
machine gun. The shots were fired 
from the right front and left rear. 

Since the attempt on Cronin’s 
life last March, when eight shots 
were fired into his stalled automo- 
bile on Watson road, Cronin had 
heen cautious in his movements, 
and a police guard ‘had been sta- 
tioned near his home. Two detec- 
tives were within two blocks of 
Cronin’s house when the shooting 
occurred about 6 p. m. Saturday, 
but did not hear the shots, they re- 
ported later, and heard of the 
shooting only when the news was 
broadcast by police radio.

St. Louis Pilot Given Navy Cross 
For One-Man Attack on Carrier 


Torpedoed Jap _ Ship, 
Which Comrades La- 
ter Sank, Despite Anti- 
aircraft Fire That Set 
Plane Ablaze. 


Ens. Wallace F/ Leeker, a tor- 
pedo plane pilot of the famed car- 
rier-based Navy Air Group 19 who 
recently was awarded the Navy 
Cross, won the decoration for his 
one-man attack on a Japanese car- 
rier in the Second Battle of the 
Philippine Sea, the Navy an- 
nounced today. 

His attack left the 15,000-ton car- 
rier in flames and slowed it down 
until it became an easy target

Leeker, 23 years old, is the son 
of Mrs. Anna Oppermann, 4680 
South Grand boulevard. 

Leeker’s squadron of Avengers 
approached two enemy carriers, 
flanked by battleshipS and heavy 
cruisers with their protective 
screen of light cruisers and de- 
stroyers, on the morning of Oct. 
25, and prepared to attack. 

The carrier selected as _ their 
target made a radical change in 
its course, however, and this 
caused the other planes to launch 
an attack on the other enemy 
flat-top. 

Sticks to First Target. 

Despite the change in battle 
Plans, Leeker continued to  ap- 
proach the initial target alone. 
The screening ships sent up a 
withering barrage of antiaircraft 
fire and one of the projectiles hit 
his plane near the left wing stub. 

“T didn’t feel the impact,” Leek- 
er said, “but my radioman yelled 
that we were on fire and the gun- 
ner suggested we bail «out. I 
didn’t pay much attention to him 
at the time, because I was too in- 
tent upon making the run and I 
was confident we would get a 
hit.” 

Although the left wing was a 
mass of flames extending back as 
far as the tail, the plane respond- 
ed to the controls normally and 
the St. Louisans closed in on the 
carrier. He released his torpedo 
and it crashed into the side of the 
enemy ship. The plane was now a 
mass of flames, and while passing 
over the carrier at 350 feet, the 
ship exploded and the Avenger 
pitched violently. 

When he was past the screening 
ships he decided to bail out, but 
could not get his parachute har- 
ness adjusted. He prepared for a 
water landing, but discovered that 
the fire had consumed the liquid 
in the hydraulic line which lowers 
the wheels. The fire suddenly 
burned itself out and the crippled 
plane limped home to its carrier. 

Difficult Landing. 

Upon arrival over the carrier, 
however, more trouble developed. 
Because his gruelling experience 
had sapped his strength, Leeker 
was too weak to pull the emer- 
gency hand release which would 
let down the wheels. 

Finally, after circling his carrier 
several times, Leeker .tied a cord 
around the release handle, passed

The task of identifying dead from 
the worst railroad accident of 
1944 dragged into the new year 
today with bodies of six unidenti- 
fied civiliarS—four men and two 
women — in mortuaries here. 
Names of 11 military personne]— 
mostly Navy men—have not been 
announced. 

They were among the 28 mili- 
tary and 19 civilians killed’ when 
a westbound Southern Pacific mail 
and expresa train drilled at high 
speed early Sunday into the rear 
of its first section, a passenger 
— — rock causeway cross- 
ng a shallow arm of Gre 
sp Bs at Salt 

Eighty-one persons were in- 
jured. Many of these still are in 
hospitals at San Francisco, Oak- 
land and Auburn, Cal., and Reno 
and Elko, Nev., where they were 
carried in the undamaged  for-' 
ward cars of the first section of 
the train. Others are at Dee 
Hospital here and at the Army’s 
Bushnell Hospital at Brigham, 
Utah. . 

Railroad executives said the lo- 
comotive would be separated to- 
day from the tail-end sleeper into 
which it bored and a search would 
be made of the sleeper’s back por- 
tion for additional dead. The for- 
ward part of the sleeper already 
has been searched thoroughly, 
they said. Many of the dead 
came from this car. 

Meanwhile, plans were made for 
an autopsy on the body of Engi- 
neer James McDonald, 64 years 
old, of Ogden, who was found in 
the cab of his locomotive. Army, 
railroad and family physicians 
are expected to conduct the 
autopsy jointly. 

His fireman, M. E. Hardman of 
Ogden, escaped with minor in- 
juries. One report said Hardman 
observed a warning signal and 
shouted a warning to the engi- 
neer, , 

County Attorney Blaine Peter- 
son of Weber County said the 
crash occurred just within the 
county line. He said Utah inquest 
laws are cloudy concerning legali- 
ty of an inquest, but added: “I 
believe we will take the bull by 
the horns and hold one, anyway.” 

He said his office would re 
quest an inquest probably within 
two days.

Sirs: 

As director of War Mobilization 
and Reconversion, I hereby sub- 
mit my first report, required un- 
der the War Mobilization and Re- 
conversion Act of 1944, as of Jan- 
uary 1, 1945. 

It is essential to an understand- 
ing of the problems confronting 
this country in all-out mobilization 
for war and in the later transi- 
tion from war to peace to review 
the major accomplishments of our 
war effort in comparison with our 
achievements in normal] times. 
Therefore, in this report I have 
tried to sum up these accomplish- 
ments and in this summing up, 
compare the | accomplishments 
with our peacetime attainments. I 
believe that in this way we can 
see clearly the problems which 
still lie ahead. 

I think also that such a sum- 
mary might clear up some of our 
present doubts and uncertainties. 
Much hss been said about confus- 
ing and conflicting war state- 
ments. This is inevitable in the 
pressure of accomplishment. Vic- 
tories lead to optimism. Setbacks, 
which apparently prolong the war, 
lead to fear, anxiety over loved 
ones, and pessimism. 


No Failure of Production. 

The truth is that our soldiers at 
the front today are not short of 
ammunition and supplies as a re- 
sult of any production failures. 
However, they may be short a 
few weeks hence if we fail. If 
they are to freely use what they 


now have in order to save human) 


lives, they must know that more, 
in abundance, is on the way. 

This nation can be proud of 
what it has accomplished to date 
with the co-operation of industry, 
labor and agriculture—of all the 
people—under vigorous Govern- 
ment leadership. 

We have reached a rate of mu- 
nitions production in excess of 
64 billion dollars per year, while 
maintaining a standard of living 
higher than that which we en- 
joyed in 1929. We have attained 
this rate of war production with- 
-out any overall reduction in the 
consumer supplies available to our 
public at large. To accomplish 
this, we have invested more than 
20 billion dollars in new or ex- 
panded industrial plants. 


Record of Achievement. 


We have added 18,000,000 persons 
to war activities. We have armed 
and equipped the most powerful 
naval and air forces jn the world. 
We have armed and equipped one 
of the largest and one of the best 
armies that the world has ever 
Rpeen. 

We have exported to our Allies 
goods and services valued in ex- 
cess of 24 billion dollars. This aid 
consisted not only of munitions 
but of materials and equipment to 
increase their industrial output 
and food to replace their losses in 
production or in other food sources. 

We have had two years of al- 
most unparalleled. success in our 
military operations against strong 
and powerful adversaries, These 
adversaries are ‘still |dangerous. 
And thus, in spite of all that we 
have accomplished to date, we still 
have more to do. Our forces in 
the field need more guns, more 
ammunition, more trucks, more 
tires, more ships, more airplanes, 
more rockets, and more men to 
finish the job which they have 
done so well to date. 


We cannot be complacent yet. 
We must man our war plants to 
the fullest extent necessary to 
meet the requirements of our 
military leaders. We must do 
this in the face of a further 
withdrawal from our available 
manpower supply to provide re- 
placements for the Army and to 
build the Navy up to. the 
strength which it requires to 
man its ships. 

Recently, therefore, TI have 
taken action to tighten Selective 
Service regulations, To deny pri- 
ority and allocation rights when 
necessary to maintain manpow- 
er ceilings established by the 
War Manpower Commission for 
nonwar plants in order to fill 
the demands for man power in 
war plants. 

The War Production Board has 
deferred for a period of 90 days 
new spot authorization in critical 
labor areas and has frozen civilian 
production at not to exceed the 
fourth quarter levels of 1944. 

I have requested racing manage- 
ment to suspend all race meets, 
thus reducing that. drain on man- 
power, transportation, communica- 
tion facilities and gether services.

I will not predict how long the 
war will continue. However, as 
Director of War Mobilization and 


|Reconversion, I must direct the 


Government effort at home to the 
maintenance of all-out war produc- 
tion. When one of our enemies is 
defeated, then and only then can 
we lessen our effort. 

Even then we must remember 
that our primary goal is the de- 
feat of the other enemy. We will 
still have millions of American 
boys living day in and day out un- 
der enemy fire, sleeping in rain 
and mud, eating out of tin cans, 
and never enjoying the comfort of 
home. 

I am convinced that even with 
the defeat of one of our enemies 
we will still require a tremendous 
national effort to bring full vic- 
tory at an early date. Until this 
task is completed and those for- 
tunate enough to survive return 
home, we must continue Our war 
effort as our primary national ob- 
jective. 


Problems of Transition. 


It is true that with the defeat of 
our enemies there will be many 
disruptions of local economy with 
some local unemployment. These 
conditions will be temporary. They 
cannot be neglected, but they do 
not require the detailed attention 
we must give other long-range 
problems which will develop with 
peace, 

The Government has, 
whole, been successful in main- 
taining a_ stabilized economy 
throughout the war period. Sta- 
bilization will be more difficult 
with victory. The Congress should 
give serious thought to a further 
extension of the Renegotiation Act 
which has been a successful fac- 
tor in our fight for stabilization. 
I believe also that it is not too 
early for the Congress to consid- 
er the extension of the Stabiliza- 
tion Act, 

I am not apprehensive over the 
ability of the Government to han- 
dle the mechanical problems in- 
volved in transition from war to 
peace. Congress has provided the 
tools in the act establishing this 
office. It has established an office 
of contract settlement which has 
already accomplished much in co- 
ordinating and directing the pro- 
curement agencies in the establish- 
ment of a contract termination 
procedure which I am sure will be 
able to settle contracts promptly 
and satisfactorily when peace ar- 
rives. Congress has established 
the policies to govern the disposal 
of surplus property under a gsur- 
plus property board. While there 
may be some administrative dif- 
ficulties under this legislation, it 
provides the machinery for dis- 
posal. Much has already been ac- 
complished under the Surplus War 
Property Administrator appointed 
prior to the passage of the act in 
assigning responsibility to dis- 
posal agencies, in developing sales 
policies and in arranging for the 
prompt removal and storage of 
surplus property. 

Cngress has likewise provided 
machinery to assist in the reem- 
ployment and retraining of re- 
turned veterans. <It has enacted 
the “G. I. Bill of Rights,” which 
has made it possible for our re- 
turned veterans to plan ahead. 
Hospitalization for returned vet- 
erans is also receiving active con- 
sideration. 

Protection for Jobless. 
Congress has made a start in 
providing unemployment com- 
pensation for those workers who 
may be temporarily out of em- 
ployment when the war ends. At 
that time I did not think the 
benefits provided were suffi- 
cient, and I now urge that Con- 
gress give further consideration 
to liberizing the provisions of 
the unemployment compensation 
law.

a great merchant fleet. I believe 
that the Congress will consider at 
an early date legislative measures 
which will assume its continued 
operation when the war ends. 

No general tax revision is possi- 
ble until ‘the end of the war, but 
I urge that Congress give consider- 
ation now to several proposals out- 
lined elsewhere in this report 
which will not materially reduce 
revenues but will greatly encour- 
age new enterprises and the ex- 
pansion of existing enterprises. 
Such proposals could be consid- 
ered and drafted now in order to 
make possible immediate enact- 
ment at the end of the war in 
Europe, 


Encouragement of Housing. 

We face the end of the war with 
a housing shortage, the relief of 
which should assist materially in 
providing immediate employment. 
I am sure that Congress will want 
to consider the extension and lib- 
eralization of the several measures 
in existence when war was de- 
clared to assist home builders in 
financing such construction. 

I think reconsideration might 
well be given to the provisions 
of the Lanham Act prohibiting 
the sale of temporary housing 
for residential purposes at low 
cost, as it may be that such 
housing could well be used to 
greatly improve present condi- 
tions in city slum areas and in 
certain farm areas, 

Our’ lend-lease activities have 
given us in wartime a record vol- 
ume of export trade. Our demand 
for critical war materials, com- 
bined with preclusive buying of 
materials desired by our enemies, 
has also.resulted in developing a 
high volume of inrports. This in- 
crease in our foreign trade has 
played an important part in our 
war economy. It must play an im- 
portant part in our peace economy. 

We must export goods if we are 
to provide jobs for all of our work- 
ers. We cannot export goods un- 
less others have the dollars re- 
quired to pay. These dollars can 
be secured only through credit ar- 
rangements and through the im- 
port of goods into this country. 
When we raise barriers against 
imports we restrict our outlets 
and reduce job opportunities at 
home, 

I am sure that Congress will de- 
sire to consider at an early date 
the extension of the Trade Agree- 
ments Act. Iam equally sure that 
it will desire to consider the prob- 
‘lems of international finance 
| which must be solved before our 
'own position in postwar trade can 
|be determined. These problems 
| were discussed at the internation- 
_al conference held last year at 
| Bretton Woods. They will § un- 
doubtedly be placed before the 
Congress at an early date. Our 
national policy should be devel- 
oped now. 

We have heard much of conflict- 
ing views and opinions during 
these war years. Minority inter- 
ests have voiced continuing criti- 
'cism of each war and peace meas- 
ure. We could not have accom- 
plished so much in so little time if 


we had not had an over-all plan | 


and purpose into which each of 

these measures fitted.

Still Far to Go 
In War, Peace, 
Roosevelt Says 


He and French En- 
voy Stress Need for 
Strengthening 
United Nations.

WASHINGTON, Jan..2 (AP). 
RESIDENT ROOSEVELT, ob- 
P serving the third anniversary 
of the United Nations, de- 

clared yesterday that “we still 
have far to go” in order to win 
the war and secure an organized 
peace. 

“We know,” he added, “that it is 
only as United Nations that we 
have it within our power to win 
complete and final victory in this 
war, then to win the peace. We 
know that by maintaining and 
strengthening the United Nations 
we shal] do both.” 


Roosevelt made the statement in 
a letter to Secretary of State Stet- 
tinius which Stettinius read at 
ceremonies in which France be- 
came the thirty-sixth country to 
adhere to the United Nations’ dec- 
laration, originally signed three 
years ago by the United States, 
Britain, Russia and China. 


The signature for France was 
made by that country’s new Am- 
bassador, Henri Bonnet, who said 
that his country is prepared “to 
devote herself wholeheartedly” to 
the task of ensuring international 
security after this war. 


France recognizes, he said, that 
co-operation among the United 
Nations during the war “has 
proved that splendid results may 
be obtained in all domains through 
mutual aid, division of work, and 
the organization of a common ef- 
fort toward the same gohkl.” 

“The greatest task awaiting us 
is to maintain this solidarity after 
victory,” Bonnet declared. Only 
a few hours earlier he had pre- 
sented his letters of credence to 
the President at the White House. 

The United Nations’ ceremony 
was held yesterday afternoon in 
the State Department’s ornate red 
and gold conference room. Pres- 
ent were representatives of all the 
United Nations except Salvador 
which at the moment does not 
have formal diplomatic relations 
with the United States. 

In signing the United Nations 
declaration, Bonnet also formally

O anyone who has heard Hit- 
ler’s voice for years, as I did, 
his New Year’s morning per- 
formance awakened grave doubts 
whether the man at the micro- 
phone really was the Fuehrer. 

If he was, Hitler is a totally 
changed man. The delivery, while 
imitating the Hitler of olden days 
as far as pronunciation was con- 
cerned, was apathetic and com- 
pletely lacking jn the old Hitler 
passion and consuming fervor. At 
no point did the speaker reach the 
peaks of oratorical fire which used 
to move the masses. The speech 
seemed to be a blending of earlier 
Hitler utterances, with pet phrases 
of Propaganda Minister Goebbels. 
Seldom has a Hitler speech 
caused as much heated contro- 
versy among German exiles and 
refugees as the recording which 
the world heard five minutes after 
the start of the new year. 


Some Express Doubts. 
I spent much of New Year’s day 
among Germans from the conserv- 
ative right to the extreme ‘left, 
taking care especially to meet 
those who had seen or heard Hit- 
ler frequently. All agreed that 
this speech showed that Hitler was 
no longer Germany’s real leader. 
Some believe it was really Hitler 
who spoke, but they say he showed 
himself a broken and hopeless 
man. 
Some are doubtful whether the 
voice was that of Hitler, but they 
agree the oratorical effort was a 
poor one. 
These persons, all familiar with 
Hitler’s mannerisms, diction and 
pronunciation, were intrigued by 
the explanation offered by one 
London paper to the effect that 
the recording represented a piecing 
together of earlier recorded. utter- 
ances. These statements, the news- 
paper suggested, were cut out of 
earlier records and skilfully woven 
into a composite whole by some- 
one imitating Hitler’s voice to fill 
the gaps between authentic pass- 
ages 

Rereading the text, I feel the 
speech is a blending of well- 
known Hitler platitudes with some 
thoughts now uppermost in Goeb- 
bels’ mind. Goebbels is a master

Long Silence Broken. | 


Hitler’s address broke a silence 
of more than five months but did 
not completely erase the mystery 
that has surrounded him since the 
night of July 20 when he hurried 
to the microphone and told of a 
bombing attempt on his life. 

Most veteran London monitors 
agreed that the speech was in 
Hitler’s voice. However, Louis P. 
Lochner, chief of the former As- 
sociated Press bureau in Berlin, 
said that if the voice was Hitler's 
he is a totally changed man. The 
broadcast was broken frequently 
by an incoherent ghost voice. 

The German radio reported Hit- 
ler spoke “from his headquarters.” 
There was some speculation in 
London that it might have been a 
recording. 

Declaring that Germany’s foes 
have prophesied the collapse of 
the Reich every year, Hitler said 
that never had Germany’s enemies 
thought “their victory so near as

‘Fighting for Survival.’ 


Attacking democracies and the 
Jews, Hitler said: 


“Public opinion in the demo- 
cratic countries is directed by the 
Jews. Our enemies are purposely 
misinforming public opinion. The 
peoples on the other side don't 
know the National Socialist re 
gime. .. 

“Except ‘for the Jews, nobody in 
the Allied camp knows for what he 
is fighting. But the aims for which 
we are fighting are clear to all of 
us. It is the survival of the Ger- 
man people, it is our Fatherland, 
it is our 2000-year-old culture, it 
is the children and the grandchil- 
dren of our people. It is all the

People Ahead of Leaders 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

A big orchid to Sgt. John Ham for his 
lucid letter pointing to the wide gulf 
existing between the basic Russian and 
German philosophies. It is rather amus- 
ing to watch the persistent efforts of 
reactionary elements in this country to 
scramble Russia into the Nazi stew or 
to identify the- Soviet’s just ciaims to 
territories formegly theirs with the cur- 
rent imperialistic’adventures in Belgium, 
Italy and Greece. 

Characteristic of these vicious anti- 
Soviet pieces is a quick glossing over of 
the palpable attempts to nullify and balk 
the will of the liberated masses and 
the heaping of abuse and invective on 
Russia for lending its unqualified sup- 
port to these same people rather than to 
the emigre regimes who are vainly at- 
tempting to re-impose a discredited rule 
of the favored few. 

‘There has been much hue and cry con- 
cerning the Atlantic Charter—sincere on 
the part of liberals but phony fulmina- 
tions when it stems from the same 
isolationists who had been ridiculing its 
principles. The point that everybody 
seems to have overlooked is that, from 
a historic view, the Churchill-Roosevelt 
proclamation might just as well have 
never been made. The tenets elaborately 
set forth in the Charter have long been 
inherent in the people themselves, yes, 
even before Wilson's lamented “14 
points.” | 

But the rub is, and has been, that 
every time the ordinary citizenry at- 
tempts to assert itself in order to put 
these self-same “high and noble words” 
into practice, the ruling cliques beat 
hasty retreats—and then the devious in- 
terpretations and befuddlement of basic 
issues start. Your rough, unlettered 
Greek mountaineer probably even at this 
late day has never heard of the Atlantic 
Charter, either as a formal document or 
as scribbled notes that fluttered over- 
board. Yet he is staking his life on 
these very principles, first against their 
unequivocal foe and then in mortal com~- 
bat with those who pay only lip service. 

While indignation has run high over 
the disgusting exhibitions in Belgium, 
Italy and Greece, no time was lost in 
putting the Polish situation in. the same 
category. There must be a lot of kin- 
dred spirits still mightily overwrought 
over the plight of the despotic cabal in 
London when even Churchill has yielded 
to the demands of the Polish people and 
cast “the landlords” aside. 

It would help most of us to cease tilt- 
ing with windmills and come down to 
earth so that we can see what is actual- 
ly taking place in the world, The long- 
suffering peoples of Europe and Asia 
are no longer to be denied political and 
economic systems of their own choosing, 
and that they will choose is plainly in- 
evitable.

End of a Ghost 


Opponents of a Missouri Valley Authority have 
freely charged it would encroach on states’ 
rights. The best way to find out was to discover 
whether TVA, the prototype of valley authorities, 
had offended against the states in which it oper- 
ates. So the Post-Dispatch asked the seven 
Tennessee Valley Governors, the chief guardians 
of states’ rights in that territory, and printed 
their signed responses Sunday. Individually 
and collectively, their statements should lay this 
particular ghost forever. 


Cooper of Tennessee says the allegation is 


“an example of cloudy thinking; ... the rights 
of this State and its citizens, far from having 
been restricted or violated, . .. have been 
enlarged. . . .” Sparks of Alabama notes that 
“TVA has been careful to work with our State 
agencies and local communities . . . has co- 
operated with the State extension service... 
worked with chambers of commerce and other 
local groups; . . . there has been no question 
of a Federal agency coming in and riding rough- 
shod. .. .” Arnall of Georgia: “There has been 
no encroachment on state rights; . . . the only 
complaint I have regarding TVA is that its influ- 
ence has not permeated this State further.” And 
so, in the same general tenor, it goes with the 
others. 

Are those who have so carefully nurtured the 
ghost reluctant to bury it? Does someone 
say these Governors are only praising a Federal 
Santa Claus? Then let him consider a little 
essential background: . 

These Governors are from the ancient citadel 
of states’ rights, and the spirit still resides there 
—as witness the opposition of many poll-tax- 
hating Southerners to abolishing the tax by act 
of Congress. Cooper and Arnall have been es- 
pecially outspoken on real Federal encroach- 
ment; Cooper drafted the national Governors’ 
conference condemnation. So a clean bill of 
health from them is especially impressive. 

Furthermore, TVA covers only minority parts 
of all the seven states except Tennessee. In 
the six others, public utility companies, no advo- 
cates of TVA, wield great polifical power. If 
prudence were the motive, the six Governors 
could simply have neglected to make any state- 
ments to a newspaper in St. Louis. Or they 
could have framed high-sounding, meaningless 
messages. Instead, they indorse the valley au- 
thority idea in general and TVA in particular. 
Thus Republican Willis of Kentucky: There 
has been no transgression on state rights during 
his term and “there is no reason why TVA 
should not be able to operate without encroach- 
ing on states’ rights.” 

Is there still a “yes but’? Does someone 
leap triumphantly on the remark of Gov. Darden 
of Virginia, that though there has been no en- 
croachment, it ‘‘might develop in the long run”? 
Well, that is a possibility; that’s a possibility un- 
der any scheme of development. But—and here 
is the point—there can be no violation of states’ 
rights so long as TVA obeys the law. The law re- 
quires TVA to seek every opportunity to do its 
work in co-operation with state and local agen- 
cies. The moment TVA ceased to do so, Con- 
gress could pull it up short—and would. 

These same safeguards, made even stronger, 
are in the proposed Missouri Valley Authority 
legislation. So the whole plea of states’ rights 
is left where anyone who attempts hencefor- 
ward to raise it condemns himself as a deliberate 
drawer of the red herring. Well, the people of 
the Missouri Valley are tired of ghosts and red 
herrings. The Valley needs MVA, and needs 
it now. :

While we're prais- 
ing this exploit, and condemning the native Amer- 
ican.exposed as an enemy agent, we shouldn’t 
overlook one point about the capture: the fact 
that these two spies hoped to gather valuable 
information by listening to conversations of 
service men and civilians. 
It’s still true that loose talk is dangerous. 
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Peace Prophecies That Went Sour 

Who predicted the war in Europe would end 
in 1944? Practically everybody. For instance: 

Gen. Eisenhower: His late December, 1943, 
forecast was: “We will win the European war 
in 1944.” In August, he said: “The Nazis will 
be licked in °44,” but with a reservation—"if 
everybody does his part.” 3 

President Roosevelt: In a message in Janu- 
arv to the French Committee in North Africa: 
1944 will be the year of victory”; later, he re- 
fused to prophesy. 

Winston Churchill: In June, “The months of 
this summer may bring full success to the cause 
of freedom.” Later he set the date after Christ- 
mas, then after next Easter, and finally made 
the indefinite prediction of “extremely heavy 
fighting for a good long time.” 

Gen. Arnold, on Feb. 14, 1943: “I have an 
appointment in Berlin a year from today.” 

Adm. King: “The defeat of Germany in 1944 
may be expected.” 

Gen. Montgomery, last July: “I believe that 
is quite likely—out of the war this year.” 

Gen. Chennault, in July: “I think Germany 
will be defeated within this year.” 

Gen. Clark, in January: “We are confident 
that 1944 will see us victorious in Europe.” 

Sun Fo, Chinese leader, last January: ‘“Ger- 
many will be knocked out between the spring 
and summer of this year.” 

Herbert Hoover, on Nov. 6, 1943: “Certainly 
we are now in the last stages of the war.” 

Senator McKellar of Téhnessee, in July: “The 
Red Army will be in Berlin in 60 days. The 
war will be over on all fronts in six months.” 

Representative May of Kentucky, in July: 
“Germany will capitulate by Dec. 1.” 

War Planners: Chairman Woodrum of the 
House Postwar Military Policy Committee said 
on Aug. 25 that the Army “tentatively” looked 
to Oct. 1 as the date for the end of the European 
war. A London dispatch of Sept. 13 said Ameri- 
can war planning chiefs had set Oct. 31 as the 
tentative “‘outside” date. 

But, as the largest headlines are still showing 
every day, the Germans didn’t quit in 1944. The 
Luftwaffe didn’t fold up, man power wasn’t ex- 
hausted, no internal collapse occurred, a revolu- 
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tion didn’t develop, Hitler didn’t run out of oil 
and gasoline, the old-line militarists didn't force 
the Nazis to capitulate, nor did any of the 
prophets’ other favorite dreams materialize. 

The failure of the clairvoyants, high-ranking 
ones and all, should warn the home front to 
throw away its false optimism and buckle down 
to the job still facing us all in 1945. 
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Holding the Bag 


It takes two sides to make a bargain. 

Because the Polish Government-in-Exile in 
London would yield little or nothing these past 
two years until the concession has lost its merit, 
it had no bargaining power, either with Russia 
or with the Lublin group. It is regrettable that 
the latter has proclaimed itself a provisional 
government, but it was almost inevitable. 

The liberation of Poland could not proceed 
without a patriots’ program for establishing or- 
der in the wake of battle such as has been set 
up in France and as is planned for Czechoslova- 
kia. And since the London group has continued 
to sit stubbornly and without compromise, Lub- 
lin and the Red Armies will proceed without 
them. 

Mr. Churchill and Marshal Stalin have tried 
repeatedly this past year to get Lublin and Lon- 
don Poles together, with concentrated effort in 
October and November. For a time, Premier 
Mikolajczyk looked as promising as the late Gen. 
Sikorski—a man who might have been able to 
wed the differing desires of the reactionaries 
and progressives, and make peace with Russia 
for a strong independent Poland of the future. 

The terms of agreement laid down by Lublin 
this winter were not unreasonable: go back to 
the democratic Constitution to safeguard against 
dictatorship; settle on the Curzon Line boundary; 
set up a multi-party government; plan for land 
reform; remove high-handed Gen. Sosnkowski 
—a gesture made only after discussions- had 
broken down. Negotiations were proceeding with 
some chance for success when Mr. Dewey made 
an ill-considered statement that falsely encour- 
aged the die-hards of the London Government 
and made them more unyielding than ever. They 
counted on a new friend if Dewey were elected. 

And so, because they refused to bargain, they 
were by-passed. The inheritors of pre-war Polish 
Fascism have been left holding the bag. 
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Invitation to Safe-Cracking 

Sewell Avery's public relations expert serves 
him badly, if indeed Avery is not doing his own 
experting. He was mistaken when he thought 
he would gain more sympathy than he would 
lose by making it necessary for soldiers to carry 
him out of his office last May. Now, the true 
Bourbon still, he orders all subordinates not to 
lift a finger at the order of Army custodians. 
Apparently Sewell Avery believes he would win 
a publicity victory in a picture of soldiers crack- 
ing the safe to get at company records. If the 
Army needs the records and those who know 
the combination stand firm on Avery’s ofder, 
let’s hope the dynamite will not be spared. 
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Why, Southern Pacific? 


What was the reason for the collision of two 
passenger trains of the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road near Ogden, Utah, Sunday, in which 47 per- 
sons were killed and 81 were injured? As usual, 
this fundamental fact is the last to be known. 
A fireman who survived the holocaust has not 
yet told the public what he knows about it. 

The wreck occurred “on a fog-shrouded cause- 
way,’. says the dispatch telling of one of the 
worst railroad wrecks in the history of the West. 
Time and again that blinding word “fog’’ comes 
into the reports of railroad disasters. Usually the 
story tells of signals displayed but not seen. 
What is the story this time? 

The ghastly wreck in the gray mists on Great 
Salt Lake, the terrible toll of lives and the agony 
of the wounded will, in time, become a neat 
statistic -with which the railroads can demon- 
strate that the number of persons killed in train 
wrecks in 1944 was “only” a tiny fraction of the 
total number transported. 

But it is not just a figure to be juggled. It is 
a shocking tragedy, over which those who mourn 
and those who sympathize must ask and keep on 
asking these questions: Why did it happen? 
Could it have been prevented? If it could have 
been prevented, why don’t we demand the meas- 
ures that will prevent such things? 
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It’s Up to the Union 

Now that the Fair Employment Practice Com- 
mittee has ordered the management of the St. 
Louis Ordnance Plant to cease racial discrim- 
ination in hiring workers, and the company has 
pledged compliance, only one obstacle remains 
in the way of ending this undemocratic practice: 
the attitude of the union rank and file. This is 
also an obstacle to recruiting the 8700 additional 
workers needed to get production of small-arms 
ammunition up to. capacity, and thus to meet the 
needs of our fighting forces. 

The ufnion’s executive board has made some 
good proposals for meeting the two objectives. 
The next move is up to the membership, to re- 
verse its vote against a resolution calling for an 
end of discrimination. 
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Hitler as a Cracked Record 


Adolf Hitler has become a ghostly voice on the 
radio, or perhaps a mere phonograph record. He 
sounds like a cracked record, with a needle 
caught in the groove, repeating monotonously, 
“Germany will never capitulate, Germany will 
never capitulate...” His New Year’s address 
was evidently broadcast from a recording, which 
suggests several possibilities: that he can’t get 
through a speech delivered in person, that Himm- 
ler or the militarists fear he may make indis- 
creet remarks if he gets to a microphone, that 
somebody impersonated Hitler on a carefully re- 
hearsed transcription. 

Speculation on the Fuehrer’s fate and health 
is interesting, but not very helpful to winning 
the war. Whether or not Germany still has a 
Hitler, it certainly still has a Rundstedt, and he’s 
the man to watch just now. When the Western 
front commander has been thoroughly smashed, 
there will be plenty of time for speculating about 
what happened to Hitler, 
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Paris Prefers Politics to Reform

Party maneuvers rather than basic governmental and national re- 
construction occupy city’s attention, observer concludes; resistance 
movement held as nuisance, interest focuses on international scene; 
provinces way ahead of capital, but people everywhere ate anxious.

s PARIS. 

To one revisiting it for the first time 
since 1939, Paris does not, superficially, ap- 
pear to have suffered any lasting effects 
from four years of German occupation. It is 
poorer in many ways and a lot of the luster 
and sparkle is gone, but the visitor gets the 
feeling that Paris is trying hard to return 
to the old days of the pre-war era rather 
than to adventure along new paths, 


There seems to be a far greater preoccu- 
pation here with the machinery of politics, 
the Government establishments, the politi- 
cal parties and the maneuvering for posi- 
tion than with the basic problem of gov- 
ernmental and national reform. The sweep- 
ing program of reform and reconstruction 
which the resistance movement set as Hs 
goal in the days of its underground activ- 
ity is still very far from realization. 


Eyes Are on the Future 


The resistance movement itself seems to 
be regurded here as an anachronistic nuis- 
ance complicating the political scene—a fre- 
quent source of annoyance with its shrill 
insistence that France mustn’t be allowed 
to slip back down the old path. 


Here, to a very great extent, interest 
seems to be focused on the international 
scene. Far greater attention would appear 
to be paid to Gen, De Gaulle's bid for rec- 
ognition of France as a great power and 
to her postwar role in Europe and the 
world, than to the question of what sort 
of country France is to be and what is to 
be behind the facade of a great power. 

Official Paris seems to have decided to 
settle down to a revival of the prewar Third 
Republic, purged, of course, of the more 
notorious elements, with some of its more 
giaring faults corrected and some of its 
procedures speeded up a bit. Its politicians 
seem to be working within that framework, 
and are busy hatching new combinations 
and negotiating new blocs, for the day of 
general elections is believed to be near. 


It seems to take for granted the assump- 
tion that the war on the internal front is 
over, that Fascism and the Fascists have 
ceased to exist here as a political—or mili- 
tary—force and that only police action is 
necessary to round up isolated criminals. 


People Seem Bewildered 


I came to Paris on the last leg of a 
swing through an area roughly one-third 
of France, from the Vosges on the east to 
the Spanish frontier and up to Bordeaux. 
It was disheartening to revisit some of the 
cities I had seen in the exaltation of their 
liberation and to see how doubt, bewilder- 
ment and disappointment had marked 
them. It was discouraging, too, to discover 
to what extent the Government at Paris 
was unaware of or unheeding of the tem- 
per of the people. 


Thought and action in the provinces are 
way ahead of Paris. Trial and punish- 
ment of traitors and collaborators has been 
fairly swift. The “epuration” has not been 
so rapid or so effective, though far more 
so than in Paris. 


There is probably a far more realistic 
attitude toward the internal situation 
manifested in the provinces than in Paris. 
In Lyon, in Toulouse, in a good many other 
towns, there is concern over the existence 
underground of organized Vichy militants 
who, on a small but nevertheless dangerous 
scale, continue a campaign of propaganda, 


sabotage and armed attacks against French 
patriots. 


So strong has been this campaign that 
the departmental Committee of Liberation 
of Toulouse had to issue a protest against 
the false reports deliberately circulated, it 
said, “with the desire to create an atmos- 
phere of panic among the ‘population and 
to calumniate the resistance in our region.” 

Leaders of the FFI and of the former 
Milice Patriotique—the resistance “home 
guard”’—have been shot in Lyon, Marseille, 
Toulouse, Carcassonne and a dozen other 
localities in the area through which [I 
passed. 

That is why the Government decision to 
disband the Milice Patriotique and all ele- 
ments of the FFI not incorporated for ac- 
tive service in the regular army evoked 
such a widespread protest throughout South- 
ern France. 


No one has any particular confidence 
that the police, who served Vichy for four 
years, can be counted on today to take vig- 
orous action against the Vichyites. Depriv- 
ing: the Milice Patriotique, which the Na- 
tional Council of Resistance has reorgan- 
ized as the Civic Guards, of authority to 
make arrests and participate in the epura- 
tion, leaves the work in the hands of the 
police, 


Industries Under Control 


The provinces have been running far 
ahead of Paris in social and economic 
thought as well, The Government has not 
yet implemented its program, and only a 
few weeks ago for the first time national- 
ized an important industry. But they did 
not wait at Lyon and Marseille. Manage- 
ment committees composed of representa- 
tives of the public and of the workers have 
been operating important industries in both 
cities for months, 


In the Montpellier region, the mine owners 
recently signed accords providing for par- 
ticipation by their employes in the man- 
agement of the mines. , The experiment is 
confidently expected to result in higher 
production levels. This move, incidentally, 
is in line with the program of the CNR, 
to which the Government is committed but 
on which it has as yet taken little action. 


I think the people want to go much fur- 
ther than the Government shows any signs 
of desiring. In the areas of France I vis- 
ited—and they are probably representative 
of all the rest of the country—the people 
are puzzled and anxious. They hope that 
Gen. De Gaulle and his Government will 
give them the kind of leadership they had 
been led to expect in the reconstruction and 
reconstitution of their country. If this 
isn’t forthcoming soon, they may look for 
it elsewhere,

For some time now, American cities have 
been confronted with problems created by 
the influx of war workers, Many of those 
attracted by high wartime wages and bal- 
lyhoo were poorly equipped for city. life 
or even for earning a living.

Poor Boy, where the Douthits live, has 
been built up rapidly by out-of-town war 
workers, Down the street, by the canal, 
are the shack houses of squatters who are 
unable to pay rent. The girls of Poor Boy 
learn how to “get money from men” by the 
time they are 10 or 12 years old, and vice 
flourishes. 

The book pokes fun. at city social work- 
ers who try to help the Douthits. There 
is Mrs. Jouett—stern, ‘forbidding and effi- 
cient, Spence thinks she is the “sorriest 
excuse for a female.” Then comes Miss 
Saunders, just out of school and driven to 
tears by the behavior of a people she does 
not understand. 

In “Tragic Ground,” rural Southerners 
have progressed a little from the inertia 
of “Tobacco Road,” but they are still mis- 
erably helpless. They sink deeper and 
deeper into the quagmire of Poor Boy. 
Only occasionally does one of them make 
a futile, tragic effort to break the bond- 
age, even at the risk of a jail sentence. 
The author, however, sees a gleam of hope 
for progress in the returning soldier.

UMNER WELLES lays the political differences among the Allies 
to the failure of the administration “to insist” upon establishing 
a United Nations council to deal with political problems. 


There 


was, however, a reason why the administration could not insist upon, 
‘and did not even desire, such a council to deal with political prob- 


lems. The reason was that, 


being a member of the council, 


the 


United States Government would then have had to make up its mind 


definitely on a series of political issues which, 


as a matter of 


principle as well as of expediency, it wished to postpone until the 


war Was over. 


This policy of postponement— 
which Mr. Welles himself helped 
to formulate—has made it impos- 
sible for the United States to take 
that “leadership” in establishing 
the council which Mr. Welles has 
been advocating. For the council 
would have had to make decisions 
on the very issues which it was our 
policy to leave unsettled until after 
the war; namely, frontiers, the 
status and powers of provisional 
governments in liberated coun- 
tries and the military relation- 
ships of states within the same 
Strategic neighborhood. 

These are the issues which a 
council would have had to decide. 
These are the issues which, be- 
cause they are unsettled or are 
me settled badly by “unilateral” 
action, now impair the solidarity 
of the United Nations. 


A Negative Principle. 


The United States, then, could 
not insist upon a political council 
because it was insisting on not 
settling the questions that a coun- 
cil would have had togdeal with. 

Thus, we took our stand on the 
principle that disputed territory 
should remain in dispute, unless 
settled by voluntary agreement, 
until the war was over. As long as 
that was our principle, a council 
could not have deeided such dis- 
putes. The proposal for a council 
has been meaningless and a con- 
tradiction in terms until we were 
willing to enter the council and 
take the responsibility of judging 

deciding such vexed issues. 

or all that we had to contribute 
to them was the negative principle 
that they should not, or, at least 
‘need not, be decided now, and the 
Vague promise that at some in- 
definite date in the dim future 
they could be settled justly. 

We took our stand also on the 
principle that we favored only 
democratically elected govern- 
ments in liberated countries. This 
excellent principle was totally ir- 
relevant to the real problem which 
has presented itself in many, if not 
all, of the liberated countries. 

For the real problem is how to 
constitute a government immedi- 
ately—before it is possible to hold 
elections—how to constitute a pro- 
visional government to administer 
the country, to restore free discus- 
zion and then to organize elec- 
tions. 


Root of the Trouble. 


In our effort to take no position 
on the character of that interim 
government — the government 
which must be set up before a 
democratic election can be held— 
we have simply evaded the prac- 
tical issues. Unless we were willing 
to face and decide the practical 
issues, a council could not have 
faced and décided them. 

The root of the trouble is that 
eur official policy has been based 
on a radically false conception of 
war diplomacy—namely, that it 


was possible and desirable to post- 
pone the settlement of political 
issues until after the war. That 
has been why we could not take 
the leadership in establishing a 
United Nations council during the 
war. That also is why our own 
military plannning and diplomacy 
are not integrated, and have de- 
veloped in separate compartments. 

For the basic reason why the 
War Department, the State De- 
partment and the foreign economic 
agencies are not truly co-ordinated 
is that the State Department has 
been run on the theory that dur- 
ing the war it was auxiliary to the 
War Department and that after 
the war it would take charge of 
our foreign affairs. 


Wrong Conception. 


In essence, the guiding rule of 
the State Department has been 
that the War Department conduct- 
ed war and that the State Depart- 
ment will conduct the postwar 
peace, 

The coriception has been wrong. 
All the great strategical decisions 
of war are political as well as mil- 
itary; for example, the decision to 
invade the Philippines simultane- 
ously with theinvasion of Europe 
involved political as well as mili- 
tary considerations, and it has had 
gigantic political as well as mili- 
tary consequences. 

In that great decision the State 
Department should have been a 
principal, if only in order to be 
well aware of and well prepared 
for the effects of a delayed vic- 
tory in Europe, owing to the risk 
of dividing our forces and of op- 
erating in both theaters on a nar- 
row margin of superiority. 

The conception is equally wrong 
in respect to the postwar world 
in so far as it assumes that then 
the State Department will take 
command, and that the War De- 
partment will then retire into the 
background. 


Can’t Be Postponed. 


The postwar era will not be an 
era of settled peace such as the 
United States enjoyed in the nine- 
teenth century. It will be an era 
of pacification in which diplomatic 
action, military force, and also 
economic action, aw inseparable. 
Otherwise, our diplomacy will take 
positions which our military pow- 
er cannot sustain, and vice versa. 
Our right hand will not know 
what our left hand is doing. 

The fallacy of thinking that po- 
litical issues could be postponed 
until after the war is the real 
reason why we have not estab- 
lished a United Nations council 
among our allies or a war cabinet 
here at home. We need both the 
council and the war cabinet. But 
we shall not get them, or make 
them work, until we become fully 
aware of the fundamental error 
of conception which is the crux 


of the difficulty.

MARLEEN’S PARENTS NEVER took a single course on 
marriage problems in alj of their schooling, despite the fact 
they are university graduates, for the colleges didn’t offer them 
any.

And our churches have usually shied 
away from the essential problem of preparing people to han- 
die intelligently the various marital situations that they will 
confront. It was a remarkable evidence of progressiveness in 
the field of religious education when Dr. Roy Burkhart of 
Columbus, O., invited me to give a clinic on marriage prob- 
lems in his great church in the spring of 1944.

NE of the most exciting 
0) breakfast foods to either man, 

woman or child is perfect 
poached eggs on toast. Perfection 
is achieved when the white holds 
toggther in good rounded form 

the yolk is thinly veiled with 
the cooked film of white. The 
egg must be cooked at a low tem- 
perature—water around simmer- 
ing—to be delicate and tender. 
Timid folks can start off with 
commercial egg poachers which 
can be oiled and slipped into shal- 
low simmering water. Broken 
eggs can be slid into the poachers 
from saucer, hot water ladled over 
the egg until it is done, then each 
poacher can be lifted out. As con- 
fidence grows, the next promotion 
is a regular skillet of hot water, 
using small muffin rings, instead 
of poachers. A _ slotted pancake 
turner is slipped under the egg, 
then with the aid of a spatula, it 
is turned onto a slice of hot but- 
tered toast. 

Now if you want the graduation 
course, where you can prepare 
eggs like the great hotel chefs you 
must obtain a deep kettle, say 
eight inches high and not too 
wide, filled two-thirds full with 
simmering water. Using a long- 
handled wooden spoon, stir the 
water ‘round and ’round vigorous- 
ly until you have made a deep 
whirlpool. Quickly drop the egg 
from a saucer into this vortex and 
watch that egg cook into almost 
globular form with a short tail 
making the egg look like a beau- 
tiful alabaster miniature comet. 
Lift out with pancake turner to 
drain, perch on toast, and serve 
with pride. 

Breakfast: Baked 
poached eggs on whole 
toast, panfried bacon. 

Luncheon: Cream of tomato 
soup, cream cheese with chives on 
whole wheat toast, carrot sticks, 
raspberry flavored gelatine with 
sliced bananas.

The recipe given here should be 
curdle-proof, if you remember 
three things; have the tomato 
puree and the thin white sauce 
heated separately to the same tem- 
perature, Stir the tomato puree 
into the white sauce slowly; and 
serve immediately, If the - soup 
must be reheated, do it over hot 
water, not over direct heat, but 
the guarantee does not apply to 
reheated cream, of tomato soup. 
Put’ one No. 2 tin tomatoes into 
Saucepan together with three 
sprigs parsley, six whole cloves, 
one-half bay leaf, three-quarter 
teaspoon whole black peppers, two 
small slices onion, two teaspoons 
sugar, and three-quarter teaspoon 
salt; bring to boil and boil quick- 
ly for five minutes. Then rub 
through a sieve; there should he 
two cups puree—if not, add boil- 
ing water. Keep hot. Meanwhile. 
make white sauce with four 
tablespoons fat, two and one-half 
tablespoons flour, one cup evapo- 
rated milk, one and one-half cups 
water, and three-quarter teaspoon 
salt. Melt fat in saucepan; blend 
in flour, and gradually stir in 
milk diluted with the water; cook 
over direct heat, stirring con- 
stantly, until sauce boils and 
thickens. Add salt; stir in the 
hot tomato puree slowly and serve 
immediately. .A sprig of parsley 
floating on each serving makes an 
attractive garnish. 

Dinner: Tongue Creole, fluffy 
mashed potatoes, buttered broc- 
coli, sliced orange and raw onion 
salad, bread, plain cake with 
custard.

Boiled tongue is one of the most 
popular of the variety meats. 
Either the smoked or fresh are 
nearly always available, and they 
are economical from several 
standpoints; low in cost, point 
free, and contain very little waste. 
Cut one and one-half pound cooked 
tongue into thin slices. Melt three 
tablespoons butter in skillet, add 
one small onion cut fine, two table- 
spoons: finely chopped green pep- 
per and one-half cup finely chop- 
ped celery, and simmer five min- 
utes: then add one-half cup grated 
carrot and one cup canned to- 
matoes, which have been rubbed 
through a strainer, and one-half 
cup tongue stock, Cover and sim- 
mer 15 minutes. Add three- 
quarter teaspoon seasoned salt and 
a few dashes of red pepper; then 
add a flour-water paste made by 
blending one and one-half table- 
spoons flour with one-quarter cup 
cold water, and cook with con- 
stant stirring until the mixture 
boils and thickens.

Relieve the child of this strain 
by sending him out to play with 
children his own age. Let him 
live on his own level for most 
of the day and he will be much 
easier to manage when it is 
necessary to manage him. Let 
him play as a child with a child, 
if that is possible. If there is no 
child for a pleymate tum him 
loose with his pet, his toys, his 
own self. Relieve him of the 
pressure of adult life. 

This does not mean that he 
to be without guidance and disci- 
pline. Only that he is not to he 
asked to live on a grownup level 
too long. You know how it feels 
to struggle to hold your own 
among people superior to you in 
mental ability? That's the an- 
ewer.

On Treating 
Frosthite

HE main object I have in 
T writing this article is to cor- 

rect the early education of 
those who whenever-they see an 
ear or a nose or a finger that has 
turned white on a cold, snowy 
day sing out — “Frostbite. Put 
some snow on it.” / 

Early educations are very diffi- 
cult to overcome, and I had as 
much of that particular variety 
as anybody, but I must confess 
it never appealed to me as very 
good common sense. And I am 
grateful to know from the most 
modern surgeons that it is now 
actually frowned on. Snow is 
likely to be gritty and anyway to 
have harsh spicules of frozen par- 
ticles in it and the skin after 
frostbite is very liable to injury 
on account of its lifelessness and 
the snow treatment tends to 
bruise it and open up cuts which 
are liable to infection, and bring 
on complications which make for 
a prolonged recovery. 

Frostbite, like chilblains, affects 
fundamentally the blood vessels of 
the skin. The reaction of the 
minute blood vessels of the skin 
to cold is first to contract, and 
then to react with a compensatory 
dilatation. This you can see in 
the faces of those coming inside 
on a cold winter day. They 
are as flushed as if they had 
been in the sun. 

x * + 

THE BLOOD VESSELS have to 
dilate to keep the tissues alive— 
“to keep the circulation going’— 
saveven if the skin is cold to the 
touch the cheeks are flushed. But 
prolonged exposure to cold wears 
this compensatory mechanism out 
and the blood vessels of the skin 
cease to react and go dead on 
you. There is no bounce left in 
them and then frostbite sets in. 


Frostbite is not very common in- 


our age and country of modern 
conveniences, where few people 
are exposed for any length of time 
on cold days. For certain occupa- 
tions. however, it is still a hazard. 

How cold must it be _ before 
frostbite is possible? This question 
has been gtatistically answered 
when a study of frostbile was 
made among the employes of the 
street cleaning department of 
New York City. In an average 
winter there were 388 cases of 
frostbite. When the temperature 
gets below 8 degrees Fahrenheit, 
regardless. of wind or humidity, 
frostbite becomes common. Be- 
tween 8 and 14 degrees Fahrenheit 
it is common only if there is a 
high wind. And above 24 degrees 
Fahrenheit no matter whether 
wind and humidity are unfavor- 
able it almost never occurs. 


x *« * 


OTHER CONDITIONS conduce 
to the occurrence of frostbite— 
fatigue, exhaustion from working 
a long time, and keeping in a con- 
strained position. Grease and 
moisture on the skin make its 
onset more frequent. Greasing the 
body does not make it warmer: on 
the contrary. 

Proper treatment begins with 
prompt recognition of the onset. 
The skin areas most likely to 
frostbite are the places where the 
circulation is most sluggish — the 
nose, ears, fingers and toes. Any 
numbness of these parts when ex- 
posed to cold should have prompt 
and proper recognition. 

If whiteness due to anemia has 
occurred, too rapid warming is 
likely to lead to complications. Sit- 
ting right; in front of a stove or 
over a radjator is poor treatment. 
The best gource of heat is a part 
of the y—such as your hand 
over your ear or nose. If not your 
own hand then someone else's. 
When circulation Degins to be re- 
stored, which is known by the 
tingling of the part, gentle rub- 
bing is permissable. The object of 
treatment is to restore the circu- 
lation gradually so as to prevent 
clotting in the blood vessels and 


gangrene of the skin.

George Meyer's Museum and His One-Man County Fair Making Him Famous

McKITTRICK, Mo., Jan. 1. 

STRANGER who drives 
through the broad Missouri 
River bottoms is sure to be 
asked, sooner or later, whether he 
has seen George Meyer’s museum. 
The implication is that if he hasn’t 
seen that he hasn’t seen anything, 


for George Meyer’s museum is the 
showplace of the bottoms. If it’s 
museums that you are interested 
i. you don’t need to go to Jeffer- 
son City or St. Louis. George has 
pretty much everything that they 
have in the cities and some items 
that they would like to have, even 
if his collection is in the barn loft 
on his m, 


Meyer is a historian of more 
than local renown, As such he 
has always been interested in 
antiques and relics of pioneer 
days. Through the years he built 
up a sizable collection, but it was 
not until 12 years ago, when he 
put up his new barn, that he went 
into the museum business in a 
big way. The loft of the barn was 
reserved for that. Now it is filled 
with things that are old and queer, 
from spinning wheels and four- 
posters to rare birds and stuffed 
snakes.

It is not only as a historian and 
museum man that Meyer shines. 
He is a farmer who goes in for 
growing things that have never 
before been grown in the bottoms 
and runs a one-man county fair 
to show the other farmers what 
they can grow if they take the 
trouble. Between times he writes 
pieces for the county paper, on ac- 
count of which: he is called the 
Sage of San Kushon Farm. What 
with his museum, his strange 
crops and the pieces he writes, he 
is a famous man up and down the 
river and in far places. The dirt 
road to his farm, off the highway, 
is worn smooth by the wheels of 
pilgrims who come to look and 
listen and learn. 


George is a skeptical person. 
No matter what comes up, he has 
what he calls a lingering suspicion 
about it. He has to be shown. 
For a long time he had a lingering 
suspicion that the history of*the 
region was more or less phony. 
In a way of speaking he is a born 
historian, for he was born in the 
Montgomery County house which 
later was the home of Mathias 
McGirk, for years the presiding 
judge of the Missouri Supreme 
Court. The house still stands. 
From the judge’s gravestone near- 
by Meyer has deciphered informa- 
tion at variance with what had 
previously been accepted by the 
Missouri Historical Society.

Correcting historians’ mistakes 
is one of his ways of having fun. 
Other ways are building up his 
one-man museum, running his 
stuffed zoo and conducting his 
one-man fair, but it is as a doubt- 
ing Thomas with a lingering sus- 
picion that he impresses himself 
most upon the citizenry of the 
bottoms country where the Rhine- 
land Record circulates. The sub- 
scribers, taking the weekly from 
the rural mail boxes, turn first to 
see what George is currently sus- 
picious of, and in a little while 
the are all talking about what 
George Meyer says in the paper 
this week, 

Meyer’s lingering suspicions 
range all the way from farm tech- 
nique to the running of the Gov- 
ernment, with particular empha- 
sis on the mistakes of the latter 
with respect to the former. 

“My stuff is damn foolishness 
mixed with the truth,” he says 
with a grin. Currently he suspects 
that the performance of public 
servants will not measure up to 
their promises—“If the American 
farmer doesn’t get some relief in 
the next four years there will be 


some cockeyed liars on the payroll 
somewhere.” 

Somewhat along that line he 
had a dream the other night—‘T 
be doggone if I didn’t dream that 
I went abroad and as I got off the 
boat on the other side and was 
walking down the gangplank some 
boob on the bank asked me ‘How 
is America?’ I told him I guess it 
is in pretty good shape for the fix 
she is in, and about that time 
some appleknocker, who must 
have been from Calhoun County, 
rocked the boat and [I fell off the 
plank and woke up.”

The way the AAA is running the 
American farmer, the sage of San 
Kushon has a fear that “the time 
is coming when we will have to 
send to the swivel chairs for a 
card before we can wean the calf.” 

Meyer, however, is* not above 
taking a dig now and then at 
former Republican  presidents— 
“Coolidge was so careful that he 
wore suspenders and a belt” and 
“If Hoover had anything to offer 
taxpayers he would have given it 
to them when they were paying 
him for his services. 


“During the campaign, a candi- 
date said he would be my friend 
to the end. I asked him to loan 
me 50 cents and he said that was 
the end. He wasn’t on my ticket 
anyway.” 

As to prosperity—"“The man who 
can bring prosperity wiffout the 
American farmer has fever been 
born and I have a lingering sus- 
picion that his mother is dead.” 

As to world peace—“I have a 
lingering suspicion that if we ever 
have world peace it will be in the 
next world.” 

As to farming—‘“It’s nice to be 
a farmer. You can tune in on the 
radio and one feller will tell you 
how to plow, sow and reap, and 
the next 15 minutes another one 
will tell you how easy it is to do 
that ling of work with his line of 
machinery, Most’ anybody can 
talk about this stuff but it takes 
an expert to come out here in the 
horse weeds and do it and pay for 
that machinery. I have a linger- 
ing suspicion farming is all right 
me you can do it as a side- 
ine.’ 
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Meyer says he talks to himself 
because he likes to talk to a 
smart man and listen to a smart 
man talk, but he also talks to his 
neighbors and listens to them and 
if one of them tells him a good 
one he puts it in the paper. It is 
the same way with good things 
that he finds in the farm papers. 
If his quips are sometimes corny 
that may be the explanation. 

The farmer’s lot is not a happy 
one but Meyer, the sage turned 
poet, sings dolefully of a time 
when— 

The kids were washed each Sat- 

urday night, 

Their daddy cut their hair, 

Their suits were made from 

uncle's pants 

And they wore no underwear. 

Many come great distances and 
find their way to San Kushon 
farm and Meyer is never too busy 
to knock off work and show his 
collection, He is properly proud 
of his museum and enjoys work- 
ing in it because he likes to do 
things that nobody else can or will 
do. That explains, also, his one- 
man zoo, mostly stuffed, and his 
zeal for growing stuff that nobody 
else grows. That led up to his 
one-man fair, which one year 
drew 1200 visitors. He calls it 
George’s Fair and puts ads in the 
papers inviting everybody to come. 
He has a band and free water- 
melons. What he gets out of it is 
exactly, nothing plus‘a lot of work 
and worry. 

Winter nights Meyer studies 
seed catalogues and orders new 
kinds to see if they will grow. 
They usually do. He tries to grow 
bigger and better corn, potatoes, 
pumpkins and grasses and usually 
succeeds. It all adds up, as he 
says, to the fact that farm life 
can be exciting if you make it so.

NCCS Clubs, a tremendous party 
for servicemen was being held. 
The Navy furnished the music, 
and I went up on the band stand 
to say a few words to the crowd 
of boys in uniform and the girls 
gathered there. It seemed to me 
that most of them were not in a 
very carefree mood, and so I hope 
that my rather serious words did 
not strike a jarring note. One 
simply cannot be merry just now.

Why Do We Say “Coxswain”? 

An interesting combination is 
“coxswain,” about which a sailor 
inquires for the story of “How It 
Started.” 

“Cox,” the first part of the com- 
bination, is an abbreviation of the 
Middle English “cokbote,” which 
was a little boat. Here “cok” is 
from the French “coche,” a barge 
or small vessel. 

“Swain” is Old English taken 
over bodily into the modern. For 
more than 400 years before “swain” 
meant a gallant or a lover, it 
meant a boy, an attendant, or a 
servant. 

Hence “coxswain” for the petty 
officer who is the helmsman and 
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master of a small boat, in charge 
of it and its crew. Its earliest ap- 
pearance in literature is in 1463. 

“Coxswain” was formerly and 
more correctly written without the 
“gs” since “cox” is the equivalent 
of “cocks.” Usage, however, has 
established the present form. 

A similar construction is “boat- 
swain,” which made its debut in 
1450. He is the officer on a ship 
in charge of the sails, rigging and 
other such paraphernalia. His 
duty is also to summon all hands 
with a whistle.

GREAT deal has been written 

A on the subject of “reverse bid- 

ing” and and unfortunately, I 
fear, the casual bridge player has 
been sadly misled. 

When a player starts out by 
bidding a club, a diamond or a 
heart, and then, his partner hav- 
ing made some noncommital re- 
sponse, “reverses” by bidding the 
higher ranking spade suit, it is 
quite true that he should have a 
good hand, since he may be forcing 
a preference from his partner at 
a fairly high level. It is not true, 
however, as some misguided ex- 
perts think, that a reverse bid is 
tantamount to a force, Consider 
today’s deal.

West, rightly guessing that his 
partner’s double invited a spade 
lead, put down’the ace and con- 
tinued with the three-spot. East 
ruffed and returned a club: West 
collected the ace and gave East 
another spade ruff. Later the de- 
fenders collected a second club 
trick and a diamond, running up 
the penalty to 800 points. 

This was a pretty bad result for 
North-South, particularly consid- 
ering that North’s hand was not 
exactly a bust. South claimed 
that North’s method of starting 
with one club and later bidding 
the higher-ranking diamond suit, 
in short “reversing” had consti- 
tuted the next thing to a force, 
but it need scarcely be pointed 
out that there was no conceivable 
excuse for South’s rebid of his 
four-card heart suit. He should 
have passed to two diamonds with 
the greatest alacrity.
